Obesity Is Complex Problem 


Month after month magazines 
highlight a “ New Diet of the 
Month " The creators rarely 
suggest that the new diets are 
modifications of many 
that 
already exist 
Inevitably, a large group of 
hopeful experimenters flocks to 
the new diet with the same 
excitement as they did to all the 
previous ones that they have 
already discarded. 
The inability to lose weight 
and to maintain any loss of 
weight tempts many people to 
embark on any new project that 
sounds different. 
Obesity 
encompasses 
nu tr itio n al, 
m e dic al, 
psychological and sociological 
problems. Obesity undoubtedly 
is one of the most common 
medical disorders brought to 
the attention of the physician 
For many overweight per­ 
sons, diet is not the total an­ 
swer It is essential that the 
obese person be given insight 
into the various factors that 
create obesity and maintain it. 
The determination of an exact 
form of treatment takes the 
greatest coordination between 
the doctor and the patient in the 
evaluation and the assessment 
of the problem. Even in the light 
of the expanding knowledge of 
the causes of obesity, hidden 
factors still play a role in the 
failure to lose weight.

Religious Liberty

When Dr Philip Potter, general secretary 
of the World Council of Churches, spoke 
recently at the Bicentennial Convocation on 
Religious Liberty, he described the task of

Religious liberty in a global perspective is 
an increasingly important question and has

re lig io u s 


repression in such diverse countries as the 
Soviet Union and South Korea 
Potter said that Christians and others 
throughout the world "hove now accepted 
religious liberty as a basic human right 
and relate it integrally with other human 
rights " 


’Am erican religious leaders, Protestant. 
Catholic and Jew ish, both clerical and lay, 
have played a considerable part in bringing 
this achievm ent about," he said 
"O ne could say that this was a natural 
outcome 
of 
a 
long 
Am erican 
tradition, 
enshrined 
in 
the 
d e c l a r a t i o n 
of 
Independence," Potter said 
"Bu t it also 
implies a very heavy responsibility on the 
Am erican people to implement these human 
rights both here and abroad ’ 


He singled out the South Korean situation 
as 
a 
particular 
exam ple 
of 
how 
that 
responsibility weighs on the United States 
In that country, he said. "Christians have 


been expressing their religious liberty in 
identifying themselves with those who are 
deprived of their human rights, who are 
econom ically or socially exploited and are 
hardly 
able 
to 
express 
their 
religious 


freedom 


"T h e result has been h a r a s s m e n t , 
imprisonment and the deprivation of the 
rights of such Christians " 


Potter also said a 
"particu larly acute 
example of the relation of religious liberty 
to other human rig h ts" could be found in the 
Eastern bloc socialist states which, while 
allowing 
some 
freedom 
of 
worship 
are 
hostile 
to 
people 
using 
their 
religious 
liberty to draw out the implications of their 
faith in being critical of aspects of the 
system ” 


He said the Helsinki Agreement, which 
was signed by both the Soviet Union and the 
United States and restates the fundamental 
principle of religious liberty, 
"m akes 
it 
possible to challenge the socialist states to 
liberalize their practices regarding religious 
liberty ” 


Po ller also said that the challenge of 
"secularism in a technological culture "w as 
raising the issue of religious liberty in a new 
way throughout the world 


That challenge has placed an emphasis on 
values 
such 
as 
consumerism, 
economic- 
growth which destroys the environment, and 
having rather than being to the extent that 
the spiritual dimensions of life are being 
downgraded, he said

Edison The Man

J O F D E L O M TO 
The name Thomas Alva Edison conjures up 
thoughts of the light bulb, the phonograph, the 
telegraph ticker tape machines and motion 
pictures 
We are also aware that the great inventor 
created these things in his laboratories at 
Menlo P a rk and Orange both in New .Jersey 
However, when Tom Edison was a young man 
he lived in Indianapolis for a time and while 
here 
tinkered 
with 
an 
invention 
which 
revolutionized the world of communications 
and finance But first things first 
Edison was born at M ilan. Ohio and grew up 
at Port Huron where his father Sam had been 
granted six hundred acres of land and his 
mother Nancy was a school teacher 
From his earliest days 
Edison was a 
curious 
soul 
His 
teachers 
thought 
him 
■addled’’ 
because 
he 
asked 
so 
many 
questions By the tim e he was nine Edison had 
read Gibbons’ "T he Decline And F'all Of The 
Roman E m p ire ." 
His curiosity about so m any things led the 
boy to perform some early and rather strange 
experiments When he was six he noticed that 
a goose laid an egg and sat on it to hatch it 
One day his parents found him in the barn 
sitting on some geese eggs to see it he could 
hatch them himself A vear later he set his 
father s barn on fire "to see what it would 
do ’’ His father retaliated by whipping him in 
public 
As he grew 
older young Tom 
Edison 
became 
interested 
in 
more 
m ature 
ex­ 
periments 
and 
had 
his 
own 
chem istry 
laboratory in the basement of his home Such 
things cost money and in order to finance his 
ex p erim en ts 
Ed ison 
took 
to 
selling 
newspapers on trains running between Port 
Huron and Detroit 
i He was successful and soon had two paper 
stores in Port Huron run by two boys 
He 
l»egan to publish his own paper "The Weekly 
H erald ." He printed it in the baggage car In 
I he sam e car he had a traveling laboratory in 
which a fire broke out one day i i i 18R2 After 
this he w as banned from the railroad 
A short tim e later Edison saved the life ol 
the station agent's child in Mount Clemons, 
Michigan and was rewarded by being taught 
telegraphy by the agent 
This led him to 
obtain a job as an operator at Port Huron 
which paid twenty-five dollars a month 
U n fo rtu n ately. 
E d is o n ’s 
work 
as 
a 
telegraph operator was unsatisfactory 
He 
slept on the job. turned off his equipment to- 
jot down notes on experiments and to draw 
diagram s of things he would some day invent 


Alter losing jobs at Stratford, ontario. 
Adrian. Michigan, and Fort W ayne he cam e 
to Indianapolis in IHG4 and found work tor 
three months as a second class telegraph 


operator He worked from Novem ber I8G-1 lo 
February 1865 when he was tired and moved 
lo Cincinnati 
But his tenure at Indianapolis w as to lead to 


his first invention The m anager in Hie circle 
city was impressed with his mechanical 
abilities and lent Edison some expensive 
electrical instruments for his experiments 
With these tools. Edison was able to invent 
a repeating device for telegraphy 
which 
allowed the operator lo take calls at his 
leisure during peak hours Edison used ii to 
his best advantage When he wanted to work 
on an idea he simply turned on the repeater 
However, the device was not perfect and 
Edison was banned from using it because it 
broke down under pressure 
Ed iso n ’s real break cam e when he was 
tw enty-one He had moved on to New York 
and while there he invented an electric vote 
recorder which the legislators didn t want 
Then cam e the Universal Printer, a device to 
print 
gold quotations 
autom atically 
The 
president of a m ajor gold trading house. 
General M arshall Leflerts uttered Edison 
$40,(XX) for it 
Edison took the cheek and 
cashed it He then spent one whole night in his 
room with the money before opening a bank 
account the next day 


$4n.(MMI was a lot of loot in those days and 


Edison was able to invest his money in a 
factory to produce stock ticker* 'another 
invention which was located at Newark, New 


Jersey 


By 1876. the genius inventor had more than 
forty five inventions to his credit, including 
the telephone He had hied his description of 
the phone he invented with the officials in 
Washington one month prior to Alexander 
Graham B e ll’s patent application for the 
same device 
Edison didn t question Bell's 
patent and alw ays gave the Canadian the 
credit lur the invention 


This is probably so because Bell's telephone 
was basically a weak instrument which could 
only 
be used over short distances 
The 
Western Union Company wanted a com ­ 
m ercially feasible phone which could connect 
communities So they asked Edison to perfect 
one He did it by inventing the carbon trans­ 
mitter It was a long grueling process which 
took many months and a lot of help 
But 
Edison got the job done and it earned him 
$100,(XX) from a grateful Western Union 


Edison was not the lone inventor that m any 
of us think of him today 
He had extensive 
laboratories and all sort of helpful scientific 
advisors and mechnaics working for him In 


later years, he would sim ply draw 
up a 
diagram of an invention and turn it over to his 
aides and they would bring back the gadget at 
a later date 
Then when it was perfected. 
Edison would turn it over to his m anufac­ 
turing division for production 


As soon as the carbon transm itter had 
revo lu tio n ized 
com m u n icatio n s 
Ed iso n 
turned his thoughts to another idea 
He 
w anted to harness electricity to produce light 
Niter yearS of labor, on October 21. 1879 he 
produced the first successful light bulb by 
sealing a carbonized loop of cotton thread in a 
glass globe and hooked it up to an electric 
circuit The bulb burned for forty hours w ith 
the inventor staring at it every minute 
He then forged ahead to create the first 
electric lighting station receiving generating 
power from a central supply which included 
metering devices and dynamos By the end of 
I HHD. The Edison E le ctric Light Company w as 
doing a brisk business from offices at sixty 
live F ilth Avenue in New York City 
By 1881. Edison was showing thousands of 
gawking tourists the brilliant lighting in his 
own offices Those first bulbs cost 91.25 each 
to make Edison worked to get the cost down 
to forty cents apiece and then sold his conv 
panv to W all Street investors for more than 
one million dollars 
All this money meant little to a man who 


was almost com pletely deal and in love with 
inventing 
He worked 
long hours in his 
laboratories sketching, 
tinkering 
and 
in­ 
venting In 1877. ho had an assistant make a 
device for him The assistant was skeptical, 
but follow ed orders When he cam e back w Uh 
the gadget. Edison began to sing "M ary had a 
little lam b " to the machine Everyo n e was 
horrified when the inventor flipped a lever 
and Edison's own voice cam e back singing 
the exact words he had crooned moments 
liefore The phonograph had been invented 
and thousands cam e to Menlo P ark to see it 
However, before Edison put it on the m arket 
he spent more than 92.000.000 perfecting his 
new toy. 
On August 24. 1891. Edison filed for a patent 
on a device which has gone on to revolutionize 
entertainment 
It was "an apparatus for 
exhibiting photographs of moving objects." 
Eastm an Kodak made the film and Edison 
started another company. The Edison F ilm 
Company 
He filmed the first story 
"T h e 
Great Train R o b b ery" and the first wall sized 


screen picture which was in color and starred 
Anna belle, a theatrical tavorite and some 
dancing girls 


The great Am erican genius. Thom as Alva 
Edison had more than three thousand patents 
to his nam e when he died at his home. 
"G lenw ood" on October 18, 1931
